Subject* — Import of Dates [S. No. 21(b) /IV] from Iraq during September , 1972— 
March, 1973 licensing period on annual basis— Grant of supplementary 
licences, 

No. 189-ITC(PN) /72.—It has been decided to grant supplementary licences for 
Import of dates from Iraq, on a quota of 15 per cent of their best year's past 
Imports within the prescribed basic period, namely, 1956-57 to 1969-70, to those 
established importers, who have already been granted licences for import of 
dates from Iraq, in terms of Ministry of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 95- 
ITC(PN) /72 dated 1st July, 1972 and Public Notice No. IGG-ITC(PN)/72 dated 
22nd November, 1972. These supplementary licences will be subject to a minimum 
of Rs. 1,875 (Rupees one thousand eight hundred and seventy five only). 

2. The importers, who were eligible in terms of the annexure to the Ministry 
of Foreign Trade Public Notice No. 95-ITC(PN)/72 dated 1st July, 1972; and were 
granted licences, on an equal value basis of Rs. 12,500 each (Rupees twelve 
thousand and five hundred only) in terms of paragraph 4 of the aforesaid Public 
Notice dated 1st July, 1972, will also be granted supp’ementary licences for 
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Rs. 1,875 each (Rupees one thousand eight hundred and seventy five only), subject 
to the provision, contained in paragraph 45(2) of the Import Trade Control Hand 
Book of Rules and Procedure, 1072-73, with regard to division of quotas. 

3. Such importers, who are eligible for grant of supplementary licences in 
terms of this Public Notice, may submit their applications to the concerned 
licensing authority, from whom they had obtained main/additional licences, in 
terms of the aforesaid Public Notices dated 1st July 1972 and 22nd November, 
1972, by the 22nd January, 1973. 

4. Applications should be submitted in the prescribed form and manner complete 
with additional Treasury Receipts, indicating therein the full details, i.e., number, 
date and value of the main/additional licences, obtained by the eligible importers. 
All incomplete applications are liable to be rejected. 

5. Licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid for import of 
Dates from Iraq, subject to the condition that not less than 60 per cent of the 
face value of the licence shall have to be utilised for import of “Dates” from 
Iraq by Sailing vessels only and the balance 40 per cent by steamers etc. 

^ 6. The licences issued in terms of this Public Notice will be valid upto the 

31st March, 1973, from the date of issue and no further extension in the validity 
period of the licences will be granted. 

7. The provisions of paragraph 77(1) and 77(2) of Section I of the Import 
Trade Control Policy Book (Vol. I) for the period April 1972—March 1973, relating 
to minimum and maximum value of licences will not apply to the licences issued 
In terms of this Public Notice,
